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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

Reason for Allowance 

Claims 1-22 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. Pommer et al. (US 20030201462). 
Claims 1 and 10 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a connecting set having a plurality of 
holes; a plurality guide rods being formed on the surface of the substrate having the 
lens array to be inserted into the holes-in which, the alignment keys of the substrate 
are aligned to the alignment keys of the at least one optical active component for 
disposing the least one optical active component on the substrata-in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of the base claim. Claims 2-9 and 1 1 -22 are allowed by virtue 
of dependency.
